DISARMAMENT 


NOT SAFE NOW, 


SAYS DR. IDLE 


"DGarmflment is not safe now for 
the United States" Dr. Dunning 
Tdle former Gettysburg college pro­ 
fessor who has recently returned 
after two years in the Far East as 
a public information officer with 
the US Department of State, told 
members of the Gettysburg Lions 
club Monday evening at St. James 
Lutheran church 
"If the disarmament talks under­ 
way now should succeed, it would 
spell disaster for us." Dr. Idle as­ 
serted 
“Man to man. we don’t 
stand a chance against the Com­ 
munist world because we are tre­ 
mendously outnumbered We must 
rely on our know-how, our indus­ 
trial and technical .skills. 
“Only strength de’erm nes a na­ 
tion’* place in the world." he con­ 
tinued “Our show of strength and 
our willingness to use force to stop 
the Reds in Korea has improved our 
reputation 
in 
the Orient where 
weakness is not respected. Tune may 
bring chances but now it is strength 
and not ideals that carry weight 
among nations." 
Question rf Our Survival 
Dr. Idle told of his experiences 
in Indochina and said he is con- 
; vtnced there is a great opportunity 
there "for us to retch m ens rn md a" 
with the right sort of propaganda 
programs. 
As he concluded with a brief dis­ 
cussion of the situation in K^rca 
he raised a question as to whether * 
the United Nation* can afford to * 
make "anv kind of peace In Korea 
that mill leave the South Koreans 
wondering whether it was worth­ 
while to fight at all ’ He said he 
has been amated since returning 
to the United States at the extent 
lo which pressure is being applied 
to get the United States out of 
Korea “If it was worthwhile to go 
to Korea rn the first place, it’s 
worthwhile to stay and finish the 
job," he declared. 
Describing the world conflict with 
communism as a question of "our 
own survival." he concluded: “No 
great nation has ever .survived long 
when it has lost the will ‘or the 
means to defend itself.” 
President Fred S Faber presided 
at the meeting with 96 Lions and 
guests in attendance
